Hwy. 400 bridge replacement 


The province is widening 
Hwy. 400, from Hwy. 9 north to 
the Holland Marsh - widening 
and replacing the bridges over 
the North and South Canals. 

The South Canal Bridge 
replacement will take place 
first, with completion slated for 
2018. Once that project, and 
the construction of the new 
interchange at Hwy.

West Gwillimbury Council. 

On March 15, Manager of 
Enforcement Brent Lee rec¬ 
ommended that council not 
ask the County of Simcoe to 
ban hunting in the 338 acres 
of the Welsh, Hodson and Sin¬ 
clair tracts - noting that only 
10 of the county's 134 forest 
tracts prohibit hunting, and 
those are adjacent to urban 
areas. Lee also recommended 
that the town allow hunting 
on Sundays, primarily for rea- 

mal population control.” 

Rural resident Nancy Hal¬ 
bert was opposed. “Sunday 
is the one day we can count 

to worry about hunting," she 
told council in Open Forum, 
noting that the "overwhelm¬ 
ing amount of municipali¬ 
ties in Southern Ontario do 
not have Sunday hunting,” 
and only five municipali¬ 
ties within the county permit

hunting seven days a week. 

She noted that the Hod- 
son Tract is not only adjacent 
to Hwy. 400, but across the 
road from Magani Park. “This 
is a park. This is where kids, 
adults play baseball,” Halbert 
reminded councillors. “I feel 
that we should leave the sta¬ 
tus quo - no Sunday hunting. 
Hunters have six days. We're 
asking for one day.” 

Mara Aron, a resident of 
the 12th Line between the 
Hodson and Sinclair tracks, 
said that she was not opposed 
to hunting, but to the disre- 
spectftil hunters who ignore 
property lines. 

"When a hunter is track¬ 
ing a deer, they end up in 
our backyard,” she said. “Our 
Trespassing sign has been 
shot. Our trailer has bullet 
holes in it. My husband has 
dismanded tree stands (for 
hunting) on our property.” 

She noted that “between 
the noise and the trespassing, 
the trampling of our fences,” 
the family doesn’t have the 
enjoyment of their land. “We 
have the same right as others 
to feel safe in our backyard.” 

Police have been called, 
she said - but by the time 
they arrive, the trespassers 
are long gone. 

At first it seemed that com¬ 
promise would be the order 
of the day. Councillor Gary 
Baynes proposed the status 
quo as “the only fair solution” 

tinue to use the three county 
forests within the municipal¬ 
ity, but disallowing Sunday 
hunting. 

"Hunters want Sundays 
as well as Saturdays. Rec¬ 
reational users want Satur¬ 
days as well as Sundays, to be 
safe.

Councillor Gary Lamb dis¬ 
agreed. Instead, he suggested

hunting entirely in the Welsh, 
Hodson and Sinclair Tracts. 

“I believe that hikers and 
hunters don't mix well,” he 
said, pointing out that 388 
acres is just a fraction of total 
rural area of the municipality. 
“We're going to go to 50,500 
people, and they’ll all need 


“Keep the status quo. I think 
that’s fair for everyone," agreed 
Councillor Peter Ferragine. 
“I don’t feel comfortable tak¬ 
ing the forests away from the 
hunters. Compromise.” 

In a 5-3 vote, Councillors 
supported the status quo in 
the County Forest Tracts, 
allowing hunting to continue 
- and avoiding the necessity 
of petitioning the county for a 
change of use. 

When it came to Sunday 
hunting, it was a different 
story. Instead of the status 
quo, Councillor Lamb sug¬ 
gested the town allow Sun¬ 
day hunting but “ban hunting 
for parks and county forests," 
creating a map, in the town 
bylaw, of firearm “discharge 
free zones.” Lamb called for 
a deferral of the vote to allow 
enforcement to come up with 
a revised bylaw that would 
“say this is where you can 
hunt, and this is where you 
can't hunt on Sunday.” 

Lee pointed out that not 
only does the introduction of 
Sunday hunting require the 
approval of the Ministry of 
Natural Resources, the inclu¬ 
sion of the county tracts and 
Scanlon Conservation Area 
in the bylaw would require 
approval from both the county 
and Lake Simcoe Region Con¬ 
servation Authority. 

“That process sounds as 
long as the one we heard ear¬ 
lier," said Councillor Baynes. 

Council voted 6-2 to defer 
a decision on Sunday hunt¬ 
ing, and ask staff to prepare 
the revised Discharge of Fire-

The people speak 


T he vulnerability of 

democracy has always 
been the possibility that the 
people will rally around a 
demagogue, a con man, a Uar 
and cheat; someone who plays 
upon their highest hopes or 
their worst fears, frustrations, 
and anger, to grasp power 
through a legitimate vote. 

Someone who might step to 
power by making promises, 
or by blaming a scapegoat - 
the Irish, Jews, Immigrants, 
Muslims, Mexicans; take your 
pick - for issues that include 
disappearing jobs, tottering 
economies, violence and 

But if the U.S., for example, 
wants to play a “blame game,” 
what about blaming a culture 
that prefers slogans and sound 
bytes to real analysis of issues 
and policies? What about 
years of simmering racism and 
unresolved bitterness - not 
only in the U.S., but anywhere 
in the world where tribal/ 
cultural/racial tensions have 
led to conflict? 

What about a pandering 
media, too mesmerized by the 
trainwreck of the Republican 
nomination race, with its 
name-calling, overt bigotry, 
violence and bad behaviour, 


to go beyond portraying 
American politics as the latest 
reality TV show? There was 
a point, at the start of the 
derailment, when the media 
could have refocussed on 
policy instead of personality, 
and demanded that the 
candidates speak to the issues, 
instead of school yard name¬ 
calling and bullying. It could 
have refused to give equal 
time to out-and-out lies. 

What about a toxic political 
system, that has stalemated 
any real move to action in 
Washington? Blind, vitriolic 
ideology has left the people 
without real leadership for 

Then there’s human greed, 
and the lust for power. 
Democratic vote or military 
coup, once in power so many 
of the world’s dictatorial 
leaders go on to consolidate 
their position any way they 
can, including tyranny and 
violence. 

So democracy is flawed. It’s 
vulnerable, even when we try 
to hedge it round with checks 
and balances. But it’s still the 
closest thing we have to giving 
the people a voice. 

But when the people seem 
ready to choose a Hitler - or a 
Trump - we all need to speak.

If you dined on carrots or 
onions last night, you may have

The story of the Holland 
Marsh, its produce and its farm¬ 
ers made for a fascinating pro¬ 
gram at the Tecumseth & West 
Gwillimbury Histoncai Society's 
February meeting 
After an introduction by 
Jason Verkaik of Carron Farms, 
members watched the 2013 


DVD produced by the Holland 
Marsh Growers' Association, 
titled The Marsh Muckers’ Tale. 
The powerful DVD inteisperses 
interviews with farmers, with 
visuals of the land and historic 

The marsh was formed as the 
glaciers melted, leaving an area 
of rich organic soil. It was first 
surveyed by Samuel Holland in 
1791 - who gave the marsh his 

For years, the major crop 
was marsh hay, used as mat¬ 
tress stuffing. Itwasn’tuntilthe 
early 1900s that Professor Wil- 


the marsh, through a system of 


canals and polders, to create an 
area for vegetable production. 
His Holland Marsh Drainage 
Scheme was completed around 
1930. 

Among the earliest fanners in 
the marsh were 15 Dutch fami¬ 
lies, who formed the commu¬ 
nity of Ansnorveldt; in 1934, and 
brought their skill and exper¬ 
tise to marsh farming. Verkaik's 
great-grandfather was among 
their number, purchasing land 
in the Marsh. 

These early marsh muck¬ 
ers experimented with crops, 
machinery and new farming 
methods, and built their own 
bridges and roads to get their 


cropsto market Keycropswere 
lettuce, celery, and fruit 

Today, farmers - many of 
them the descendants of those 
early muckers - raise over 60 
different crops, including the 
onions and carrots for which 
the marsh is famous.
